vision for write-in. 

If Goldwater, carrying the ban- 
ner of the conservative Republi- 
cans, wins next Tuesday, he is vir- 
‘tually assured of the Republican 
nomination for president at the 
national party convention in July; 
if Rockefeller wins, his stock will 
get a big boost, coming on the 
heels of his win in Oregon, but a 
Rockefeller win is likely to throw 
the Republican convention wide 
open, with neither Goldwater nor 
Rockefeller receiving the nomina- 
tion. 

Twelve candidates seek the Dem- 
ocrat nomination for United States 
senator, however, the major head- 
lines have been going to Pierre 
Salinger, former press secretary 
for the late President Kennedy, 
and to Alan Cranston, state con- 
troller, with this campaign heat- 
ing up to the point that Cranston 
is suing Salinger for two million 
dollars for slander (there are those 
who say that a politician cannot 
be slandered) and with Salinge) 
laughing it off and moving fast. 

But the name of Incumbent Clair 
Engle is on the ballot, even though 
he withdrew from the race_ be- 
cause of health, and George Mc- 
Lain, the darling of pensioners 
and welfare recipients, has a few 
hundred thousand untouchable 
votes in his hip pocket. 


Give the lesser lights a few vote: 
here and there, and anything can 
happen in this race. 

As for the Democrat presiden- 
tial delegation choice, a slate head- 
ed by Governor Edmond G. Brown 
is being opposed by a slate headed 
by Los Angeles Mayor Sam Yorty, 
which brings to the surface in- 
ternal differences within the Cali- 
ornia Democrat party, even though 
both slates support nomination of 
President Lyndon Johnson as the 
party’s presidential candidate. 

In the first district supervisor- 
ial campaign, Incumbent Charles 
Cummings has opposition from 
Claude Letsinger. who lists himself 
as a farmer and businessman, and 
from Harold Weisenberger, listed 
as a hardware merchant. 

Letsinger has been campaigning 
hard; Cummings started to con- 
centrate on his re-election cam- 
paign last week; Weisenberger has 
been active, although apparently 
not as active, up to this point, as 
the other two. To win this non- 
partisan race in the primary, one 
of these men must poll a majority 
of votes cast, otherwise the two 
high will meet in the November 
general election. 

The three supervisorial candi- 
dates will appear tomorrow, Fri- 
day, night, 7:45 o’clock, at a pub- 
lic meeting in the Porterville city 
hall to discuss background and 
issues. Dr. John Schoenherr will 
moderate the meeting.

Contests are also underway for 
both the Republican and Democrat 
nod as 18th district congressional 
candidates. Democrat Incumbent 
Harlan Hagen, who has remained 
in Washington and has not cam- 
paigned as yet, is opposed by Bill 
‘Wade, a Bakersfield businessman, 
who appears to be unable to gath- 
er sufficient funds to put together 
much of a campaign. 

In the race for the Republican 
nomination for congressman, Dr. 
Jim Williams, an ultra-conserva=- 
tive of Porterville, is opposed by 
Joe Dunwoody, a Bakersfield ge- 
ologist. This campaign, although 
not openly spectacular, has gener- 
ated considerable heat within the 
Republican party organization. 

Unopposed for the Republican 
nomination for 35th district as- 
semblyman is Gordon Duffy, may- 
or of Hanford. Also unopposed on 
his party ballot is Incumbent Dem- 
ocrat Myron Frew; fireworks will 
be forthcoming in the general elec- 
tion campaign between Duffy and 
Frew. 

Incumbent Judge George Carter, 
of the Porterville Judicial district, 
is unopposed and will be re-elect- 
ed in the primary.

Vice chairman is Hildreth Van 
Houten; Jamie Robertson was 
elected last year to a two-year 
term as state delegate; Sarah 
Smith will continue as secretary- 
manager.
